Perking,  Erastus  H.  Derby,  David  D.  Yearsley, 
and  Solonitn  Hancock,  who  will  be  the  bear- 
ers of  this,  to  confer  with  you,  and  inform  you 
that  it  is  our  intention  to  leave  Nauvoo  and  the 
country  next  spring;  provided,  that  youi selves 
and  all  others  will  cease  all  hostile  operations, 
*o  as  to  give  us  the  short  but  necessary  time 
for  our  journey;  and  we  want  you  to  return  an  , 
answer  in  writing,  by  our  said  committee, 
whether  you  will  cease  your  destructive  opera- 
tions, and  vexatious  law  suits,  and  give  us  tha 
opportunity  of  carrying  out  our  designs  peacea.
